


Council approves long-awaited zoning law 


\ lu'w Master Plan and Zoning Ordinance for the City ol 
Ixoinulns has been approved by City Council. 

'I'he new /.oning ordinance was adopted at a special 
meeting of ('ity ('ouncil held Thursday at the VVaterboard 
building. 

The final adoption of the long-awaited ordinance followed 
wivksol meetings, conferences between members of fhe city 
i‘ouneiL city planning consultants Parkins. Rogers & 
Associates of Detroit and Citizens Advisory Committee on 
Zoning, a council-approved group. 

A public hearing on the new master plan was held April zu 
at the Romulus .Vnior High School Auditorium. More than 




liHi citizens plus land develof^ers w’ere in attendance. 

I'he city coimcilat the special meeting made several minor 
amendments to coincide with ideas and suggestions made at 
the public hearing. 

I'ollowmg approval, the council expressed its intent and 
desire that the Romulus Ordinance Review Board regard 
with liwor the petitions of persons charged with violation of 
the zoning ordinance within 30 days after its effective date 
1 upon publication in this issue) if they can establish that such 
violation was inadvertent and the result of lack of op- 
l>)rtunity to become acquainted with the provisions of the 
new rules and regulations. - 

'I'he new zoning ordinance reduces considerably the 


amount of acreage zoned for multiple dwellings and 
prohibits the expansion of a mobile home park in the com¬ 
munity s northeast section;differing in those respects from a 
previous council-approved master plan and zoning or¬ 
dinance which was rejected by a referendum vote last 
summer. 

'I'he previous plan provided 500 acres for multiple zoning. 
In the new approved program only 80 acres of vacant land in 
the northeast portion of the city will be zoned for multiple 
dwellings. 3'hc remaining 420 acres will be zoned residential. 

IIm- new law will provide an additional 125 acres now 
vacant lor multiple dwellings. 

During the many weeks of studying and preparing the 


groundwork for the new regulations, the City of Romulus has 
been operat ing under zoning law adopted by the old Township 
board by an emergency order issued by the city council. 

I'nder the neW' ordinance, the sixsquare miles o7 Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport serves as the hub of zoning plans with 
commerce and industry around it. Homes and multiple 
dwellings are planned for the outer perimeter of the city, 
( harles W.Hazen. industrial coordinator for Romulus, 
rep«)rted. 

A lo-day moratorium on building permits was issued by 
City ('ouncil shortly after the public hearing pending final 
approval of the new' masterplaa This is to be lifted this week, it 
was reported. 
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Supervisor resignation 
appears final this time

'I'he second resignation submitted by Huron Township’s 
supervisor has been officially accepted by the township 
lx)ard. 

In a special meeting held Friday afternoon, May 7, the 
tow n.sbiplxiard voted unanimouslyto accept the handwritten 
resignation of Douglas C. Rhoads, 29, of 22150 Otto Dr., New' 
lk)Ston. 

Late Simdav afternoon, Rhoads, at the request of his 
lather. Fcorse Municipal Judge Carl Rhoads, was admitted 
into the Wayne ('ounly General Hospital for observation. 

(.tMir-c W. Moore, tow'nship clerk, was immediately ap- 
p>inled acting supervisor. Hew'ill serve in this capacity until 
the township board appoints a successor or an election is set 
by the governor. 

M(M)re in accepting the temporary assignment stated that 
he w ill not accept the appointment of township supervisor or 
riui in any election for the post. He said that he would remain 
os township clerk. 


Rhoads recently spent an unexplained 12 days in 
Washington !).('. 

Following the receipt last Thursday of his resignation, 
mailed to the township by his wife, mother of two children, 
the town.ship board.io post notice of special meeting which 
was held May 7, to determine w'hat action to take on the 
resignation. 

\ prr\ ions resignation submitted by Rhoads after a 27-day 
(lisapiK'arance. w'as later repudiated.

Dog owners 
feeling bite 
of ordinance 

A city-wide canvass 
currently under way in the 
City of Romulus has resulted 
so far in the issuance of 279 
tickets for pet violations, 
Police Chief Jacob J. Koch 
disclosed Monday. 

The tickets all charged dog 
owners with not having their 
pels licensed by the city. 

The enforcement campaign 
for compliance of the city’s 
dog ordinance which started 
two weeks ago will continue 
for several more weeks, the 
police chief said. 

A crew of five officers have 
been assigned to the dog 
canvass. 


Buckley is charged by 
Romulus police with the 
shooting of John Wooden, 46, 
of 5025 Carnegie St., Romulus, 
on the afternoon of April 19. 

Chief Koch and Sgt. Robert 
Taylor reported that their 
investigation showed that the 
shooting occurred at a 
location in the vicinity of 
Vinewood and S. Wayne Rd. 
following a reported argument 
relative to drinking from a 
bottle of whisky owned by the 
defendant. 

The bottle of whisky was 
passed around among a^oup 
of friends, police said. Buckely 
reportedly objected to Wooden 
drinking from the bottle. 

In an earlier report issued 
by the police, it was stated 
that the drinking occurred in 
the Community Poolroom, 
located at Vinewood and S. 
Wayne Rd. and the shooting 
occurred after Wooden left 
the poolroom. 

However, further 
investigation by police 
showed. Chief Koch reported, 
that the shooting actually 
occurred elsewhere.

The Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department has been given a 
May 20 deadline to act on a 24- 
hour law enforcement contact 
made with the City of 
Romulus five months ago. 

The city council’s ultimatum 
to the sheriff’s department 
was made at the May 4 council 
meeting when members of the 
council expressed 
dissatisfaction with the long 
delay in initialing contract 
terms. 

The council’s action also 
followed reports that the 
Sheriff’s Road Patrol cars 
were not responding to scout 


car calls m the city as 
previously. 

Councilman Ellis T. 
Pennington, who initialed the 
nmtion to set a deadline for 
“some action” by the Wayne 
County Sheriff, said: 

“I am in favor of setting a 
deadline on the start of this 
contract. If not, we should 
start building our own police 
department. We have allowed 
to deteriorate. We are not 
acting in behalf of the city. I 
think we are neglecting our 
duty in our dealings on this 
contract. We act now or we 
start our development of the 
police department.”

“I am tired of silting in 
limbo for five months. I am 
ready to move to build up our 
own police department. My 
contract from the sheriff’s 
office said that the legal 
department was holding it up 
(city-sheriff contract). I will 
give them a week or 10 days. I 
am going to move to withdraw 
the agreement and start our 
own police department.” 

A motion to have the sheriff 
explain “why the five months 
delay” made by Stewart died 
for lack of support. 


Four get subpoenas 
in sex education suit 


F(»ur Huron School District 
residents who are currently 
suing the Huron School 
District over an alleged sex 
education program have been 
served with subpoenas from 
the Wayne County Circuit 
Court ordering them to appear 
tomorrow for the purpose of 
giving oral despositions. 

On April 9, the plaintiffs 
failed to show' for the third 
Jime agreed upon by the two 
attorneys involved in the suit. 

On the third occasion no 
reason was given for their 
failure to show, nor was the 
Board’s attorney informed. 
He and a court recorder were 


present and waiting at the 
Board of Education offices, 
Hannan Road Elementary 
School. 

According to Board 
President Carl Rush this cost 
the school district a 
considerable sum of money. 
Efforts are being made to 
recover the costs from the 
plaintiffs. 

“It is bad enough that funds 
which should be used to 
educate the children must be 
used for the suit in the first 
place, but when it is wasted 
for no purpose whatsoever 
except the whims of the 


plaintiffs, it is time to take 
action”, staled Rush. 

“While we could legally 
refuse to go on with the suit 
until the costs were paid, we 
chose to subpoena the 
plaintiffs to assure their 
presence this lime. Our 
attorney, Thomas Nordberg, 
has cleared the date with the 
plaintiff’s attorney and he said 
he was available on May 13.” 

“Nothing should stop the 
progress of the suit from 
hereon in. We are anxious to 
clear this matter up. 1 cannot 
understand the reason for the 
delaying tactics of the 
plaintiffs,” Rush added.

Mayor Hyle J. Carmicharl 
began an investigation to 
provide adequate police 
protection for the citizens of 
Romulus last December.

Department, the City of 
Romulus will begin to develop

'I’he City ol Romulus has placed its budgetary accounting 
on new computer equipment and has nearly completed 
automating its water and sewer billing, Mrs. Helen Gallien, 

Iinance director, disclosed Monday. 

With the cooperation of the tax assessor, the city plans to 
hill its own taxes, using machine methods, by the summer of 
1972. 

'I'he t)rogram was undertaken by the city's own staff, in¬ 
cluding bookkeepers Betty Martin and Gloria Baithlomew, 
who o|K'rate the computer and helped implement the change 
Irom hand system to computer. The statf undertook the 
change-over without professional advisors 

On May 2.5. 1970, when Romulus Tow'nship was in- 
enrporated into Wayne County's new'est and 33rd city, the 
implementation of the finance department began. 

One of the first activities was to install a computer w'hich 
was the lirsi automation of date processing to occur in the 
governmental unit’s history dating back to 1835.

Airport opposition mounts

Opposition against the 
proposed expansion of the 
Willow Run Airport, Ypsilanti, 
is increasing “temendously” 
officials of the Van Buren 
Homeowners Association 
reported Monday. 

The opposition is growing as 
more residents of Van Buren 
Township and the surrounding 
areas recognize the full 
impact on their lives and 


community if the Willow Run 
Airport is expanded from its’ 
present size, the officials 
reported. 

The proposed expansion, 
disclosed by the Wayne 
County Road Commission 
operators of Metropolitan 
Airport in Romulus, would 
require acquisition of 1,840 
acreas^of Van Buren Township 


land which would become tax 
exempt, the association 
staled. 

The acquisition would 
include numerous homes 
(200), plus two schools, the 
Quirk Elementary School and 
the North Junior High School 
in the area bounded by Beck 
Rd., Belleville Rd., 1-94 
Expressway and Van Born 
Rd. 


The association contends 
that the proposed airport 
expansion would result in 
further loss of tax revenue for 
Van Buren Township because 
home development would 
cease in this area and the 
present residents would 
undoubtedly not relocate in 
the Van Buren area. 

The end result could be 
detrimental to the 


community. The frequency of 
landings and take-offs of the 
large cargo planes would 
increase the noise level and 
the air pollution which is bad 
enough in this area, the 
association said. 

It further disclosed that the

The City of Romulus has 
approved participation on 
water and sanitary sewer 
extensions in a section of the 
Detroit Metro ' Airport 
Industrial Park. 

The Norfolk and Western 
Railway Co., owners of the 
industrial park, seeks to 
develop 120 acres in the east 
portion of the park. 

The city has agreed to enter 
into an agreement for the 
sharing (25 percent paid by 
the city) of the water and 
sanitary sewer installations 
costs with the railway 
according to terms of a 


contract to be entered by the 
city and railway. 

The city engineers, Wade, 
Trim & Associates, have been 
ordered to commence 
operations for the 
development of water and 
sanitary sewer extensions. 

The council instructed the 
engineers not to start actual 
installation operations until 
the city has received final 
written word from the railway 
that in the event the total 
project costs exceed the 
$200,000 specified in the 
contract, the railway and the 
city will share equally in the 
added cost.

Inkster’s City Council is currently studying 
a proposal to adopt the City of Detroit’s recent 
ordinance relating to gun control. 

The proposed was submitted to the council 
with the recommendation that Inkster “follow 
the lead” of Detroit’s Common Council.

I’he three latestiiones are a package of bills which 
make it possible for local school districts and 
community colleges to hold their elections at the 
same lime as city elections. 

rhis .\.is (l()iic‘ by making amendments in the 
school code and the community colleges section of 
the school code. These new public acts will mean a 
greater convenience for voters and a potential 
savings in election costs. 

Another new law permits the purchase of license 
plates by personal check, rather than cash. This act 
goes into ellect on July 1. It will be both a con¬ 
venience to citizens buying vehicle plates and a 
I actor which should reduce chances of robberies 
and tbelts at Secretary of State branchoffices. 

One of the new laws removes language from this 
\ear‘s School Aid Act which some educators felt 
could be interpreted to restrict the amount of 
ri'venue per pupil that a school district - could raise 


lor operating purposes. Removal of this secion of 
Ihe act will avoid confusion and possible litigation. 

oiIh'i- m*w ruhlic Acts: 

Allow State-Chartered savings and loan 
a.ssociations to hold funds under trust, as authorized 
by the federal self-employed retirement act, and to 
make third party payments for members from their 
savings accounts and deposits.

The Co-op Program means 
• more lo the student than just a 
part-time job. The work 
experience is provided by the 
employer after a conference 
with the coordinaor, 
according to a training plan 
designed for each individual 
student. 

The w<»rk experience is then 
reinforced in school through a 
specialized class called Co-op 
Related. This class is taught 
by the coordinator and 
provides instruction that 
relates directly lo the 
student’s job.

RESOLUTION NO. 112 

WHEREAS: The Romulus City Council deem the 
health, safety and welfare of its citizens its main 
re.sponsibility, and WHEREAS: The establishment of 
grades for the various individually constructed homes, as 
w ell as homes constructed in mass, commonly referred to 
as subdivision, is a mandatory requirement for the 
protection of the welfare of the citizens of Romulus. 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: That the following 
is hereby adopted as part of the Building Department 
regulations for the City of Romulus and this resolution 
.shall Ix'come effective upon publication. 

A) Residential lots. 

1 ) JJie owners, builder or developer submits to the 
Romulus Building Department four copies of the site 
grading plan, prepared by his engineer, with the ap¬ 
plication for building permit. 

2) Three copies of the proposed site grading plans are 
forwarded to the City Engineers for review — site in- 
sjx'cton required. 

3) One copy of site plan returned to Romulus Building 
Department with recommendation for approval or 
disapproval (corrections marked in red on site grading 
plan as required.) 

4) Ifstep 3isrecommended for approval and the Building 
permit is in order to be issued the builder should request 
building grade stake. The request should be made to the 
Romulus Building Department. Three days notification 
required. 

5) The inspection copy of the building permit should be 
forwarded to the City Engineers. The finish grade of the 
propo.sed house is transferred from the approved site 
grading play to a grade stake. 

6) The builder requests a building grade inspection 
al ter the basement is constructed or block is brought up to 
grade and backfilling, as required, is complete. Three 
days notification required. 

7) J’he inspectors copy of the building permit should be 
lorwarded to the City Engineers. The building grade is 
cheeked by field crew (normally approved if within the 
range ol inches below to !':» inches above proposed 
linish grade, how'ever, there may be exception.) 

8) U|x)n completion of finish grading of the site and 
Ix'fore Certificate of Occupancy (C.O) is issued, the 
builder requests a compliance inspection. Three days 
nolification required. 

9) The in.spection copy of the building permit is for¬ 
warded to the City Engineers. Field crew checks general 
grading, and the City Engineers returns 2nd copy of ap¬ 
proved site grading plan to City with final elevations in¬ 
dicated thereon. If approved, C.O. can be issutd. 

10) In the event a home is completed during a season of 
the year that does not allow' final grading of the lot to be 
completed, a temporary C.O. can be issued to allow the 
ow ner to move in. The builder shall deposit a $250.00 cash 
lx)nd to insure final grading and all grading shall be 
complete by May 25 of each year. 

B) Subdivisions 

IDA subdivision development may submit a master 
site grading plan containing all information indicated on 
the ini'ormation site grading plan sketch except the size 
and location of the proposed house.

“Wullicriiig Heights” is an 
atmosphere story; there must 
be a firmly fixed sense of 
greal drama and great 
passions impending if it is to 
liave any cohesive force, for 
the characters are all willful 
and headstrong and 
empathelic reactions are 
minimal. Bui much of this 
power is missing from Patrick 
Tilley’s adaption and neither 
does director Robert Fuesl 
add much intensity. 

The story is still one of the 
orphan Healhcliff adopted into 
the Earnshaw family and 
growing up with their children 
Catherine and Hindley and of 
Hindley’s jealousy for the 
attention shown the moody 
youth. When Hindley returns 
home after his father’s death 
to claim the family estate, he 
severs a budding romance 
between Healhcliff and Cathy 
and reduces Healhcliff to the 
status Of servant. Ultimately 
Healhcliff seeks his fortune in 
London while Cathy marries a 
neighbor’s son. The return of 
Healhcliff sets the stage for 
the final romantic 
hystreonics. 

Timothy Dalton never lets 


the audience fully in to his 
characler of Healhcliff; 
passion comes through but 
not much more. Anna C!alder- 
Marshall’s Cathy is not wholly 
sympathetic either. 

John C o q ui 11 io n ’ s 
photography and Michel 
Legrand’s music are lush, 
leaving this ‘‘Wuthering 
Heights” a thing of transient 
surface beauty, soon 
forgotten.

lhal James Damico’s new 
drama, “The Trial of A. 
Lincoln,” trying out at the 
Fisher prior to a fall 
Broadway opening, was 
greeted withwalkouts* and 
with hisses. Important theater 
has never hesitated to be 
controversial. 

And, although flawed by a 
rather melodramatic ending, 
“The Trial of A Lincoln” is 
powerful and impressive 
theater; its points land with 
far more impact than many 
other subtler statements on 
the question. 

In the basement of the police 
station of a large American 
city - a magnificent crafting of 
wireworks by designer Peter 
Wexler - the force of a racially 
mixed precinct has gathered, 
a force which has come to 
blows, sparked by years of 
conslracl frictions which 
flamed when a black militant 
policeman called Abraham 
Lincoln a racist. 

In a city set to explode, with 
a police force brawling among 
itself, a psychologist 
convinces the young, 
flamboyant mayor that the 
breech can be healed only if 
the policemen vent their 
emotions. He suggests a 
psycho-drama in the guise of a 
trial, with the personification 
of Lincoln sueing the militant 
policeman for slander. The 
assistant commissioner, a 
Lincolnphile assumes that 
role while the black chief 
inspector, who studied law, 
defends the militant. 

Historians agree there is 
much myth about Licnoln. The 
Civil War of course was not 
fought over slavery but over 
the division of the Union. The 
Emancipation Proclamation

did serve the ends of uniting a 
dissident north and keeping 
England and France from 
supporting the South by giving 
the war the guise of a holy 
war. 

Gradully Lincoln emerges 
as what the contemporary 
black militant would call a 
more dangerous liberal than 
conlempoary ones, because 
the myth of Lincoln “has kept 
the black man from self¬ 
revelation.” Ultimately the 
guise of the trail stirps away 
and a more personal 
confrontation is set up. But the 
resolution is a highly 
melodramatic riot, far too 
theatrical for this highly- 
realislic piece, taunt in its one- 
acl, 90-minute presentation. 

Henry Fonda is superb as 
the Lincolnphile who 
recreates the role of Lincoln - 
folksy, with a never losing his 
inherent dignity, yet ever with 
a sense of purpose. 

F'qually vigorous is Moses 
Gun as the militant’s lawyer, 
whose confrontation with 
Lincoln leads the two to reveal 
unexpected depths of 
bitterness they did not know 
existed. Billy Dee Williams 
portrays the militant, a 
college graduate who assumes 
the illiterate, jivey talk of the 
ghetto to reject the white 
culture and struts in a dashiki, 
as a more surface character, 
but utterly colorful and 
authentic. 

Milton Katselas’ staging is 
alive and compelling, bold and 
certain. The play is one short 
surge of power which speeds 
to its final misfiring when the 
author is unable to resolve his 
conflict without historionics. 
“The Trial of A. Lincoln” is 
still the most excitement the 
Fisher has seen this year.

Complaints, bites up 
says annual dog report 


The Van Buren Towaship Dog 
Warden Douglas A. Kobish 
has reported increased 
activities in the township’s 
Dog Pound during the 1970-71 
fiscal year of operation. 

Kobish’s annual report , filed 
with the township board, 
disclosed a rise in the number 
of complaints received over 
the previous year, an increase 
in the number of dogs and cats 
impounded and an increase in 
the number of dog bite 
complaints. 

Of the number of dogs and 
cats running at large in the 
township (649 dogs and 155 
cals), 123 pets were reported 
lost and 359 were stray 
animals. 

The number of complaints 
were up 48 over the previous 
year, Kobish reported. Dog 
bites totaled 59 and cal bites 
four. This was a total rise of 43 
over last year. 

The annual report also 
disclosed that new animal 


feeders and a new furnace had 
been installed in the dog 
»>ound. A Wayne County 
monitor was installed jin the 
dog pound truck. 

The total fines collected by 
the dog pound amounted to 
$271 for the year. 

Kobish reported Monday 
that the dog pound will pick up 
a dog whose owmer requests it 
be picked up. But for each 
stray that is picked up there is 
a $5 charge and there is $2 


boarding fee for each day the 
township holds the dog. 

Kobish reported that dogs 
running loose have killed farm 
animals and recently a young 
colt was destroyed by a pair of 
dogs running at large, a 
violation of the dog ordinance. 

He issued a stern warning 
that enforcement of the 
township's dog ordinance will 
be stepped up in the coming 
weeks.

We’ve just asked the Michigan 
Public Service Commission to allow us 
to raise our electric rates for industries, 
businesses, and homes. 

If approved, the new rates would 
provide about 11^ r more revenue to 
enable us to keep up with population 
growth. This works out to about a 
nickel a day extra for our average 
domestic customer. 

We don’t minimize the importance 
of a nickel a day. That’s $18.00 a year, 
whfeh can buy quite a few good things. 

But we do want to put it in perspec¬ 
tive. And we want you to know why 
we need it, and what we’re going to do 
with it. 

First, to put it in perspective, we 
didn’t want to ask for this increase. 
We were forced to. We need additional 
revenue to build the facilities to pro¬ 
vide, in the future as in the past, fully 
reliable electric service for every pur¬ 
pose. 

If the new rates are approved—and 
the Public Service Commission will 
spend months evaluating our need — 
the average cost of a kilowatt-hour for 
domestic customers will still be less 
(as the graph above shows) than it 
was in 1950. In that year, it was just 
over 3 cents. With the new rates, it 
will be about 2.6 cents. 

Now why do we need it? In a word, 


inflation. Our costs have gone up tre¬ 
mendously. In the past five years, fuel 
has gone up 38^, labor 32%, local 
taxes 23%, and interest on bond issues 
88 %. 

The cost of running our company 
this year will increase far more than 
the amount of our last rate increase. 

What are we going to do with the 
proceeds of this rate increase? The 
most discouraging experience in these 
days of inflation is to pay more, and 
get less. Not so with this increase. It 
will enable us to construct the facilities 
to keep pace with the ever-increasing 
demand for electricity for home and 
factory. 

Building new power plants is a job 
that never ends because the demand 
for electricity doubles every ten years. 
But, in the last 3 years, the cost of 
installing each new kilowatt of capacity 
rose 40%. 

We will also be able to continue, and 
indeed to enhance, our vital programs 
for the improvement of air, land, and 
water resources of the area. 

We do not expect anyone to be 
pleased with a rate increase. But we 
do ask them to try to understand why 
we need it. 

By receiving a little more in rates 
today, we will be better able to meet 
our many responsibilities tomorrow.

“Those kids really have a lot of guts.” 

That remark was made during the running of the Western 
Wayne Relays at Belleville High School on Tuesday night 
and, putting everything else aside, it struck foremosHn my 
Tnind after the festivities had conclude.

I have always admired trackmen from a 
distance. I didn't run track or compete in field events in high 
.school, mainly because I thought I was too busy to be 
lx)lhcred with the daily training routine. I like to run, but not 
that much. They are, indeed, a rare breed.

Belleville's Garrade Pettus easily won the high jump 
event, lie had set the record at 6 feet 4 inches last year at the 
same meet.

Faust introduces 
bill on mortgages 


Home buyers would be 
provided with all the 
information pertaining to the 
total amount of interest they 
will have to pay on their 
mortgage loans under a bill 
introduced in the Senate today 
by Senator William P. Faust 
(D-Weslland). Twenty-one of 
his colleagues co-sponsored 
the bill. 

Described by Faust as 
“consumer protection 
legislation new inthemortgage 
field,’’ the bill would require ' 
.hat allmortgage companies 
convey in writing the amount 
r)f interest the borrower must 
pay over the term of the 
agreement. 

"This leglislalion.*’ he said, 
“will provide home or land 
buyers the protection of 
having a recorded 
documented schedule of 
interest being charged on 
their mortgage.’’ 

“I have found that in many 
instances home buyers have 
not been told the total amount 
of interest they must pay on 
their mortgage loan. They are 
told only the percentage rate 
al the time of purchase and 
never know the full amount of 
money they will be paying 


over a 25 or 30 year mortgage 
period.’’ 

“By having the interest 
information available at the 
time of purchase, we will be 
applying the Truth in lending’ 
standards to the mortgage 
companies,’’ said Faust.

:: ORDINANCE NO. 71-5 

SECTION I. GENERAL PURPOSE 
:• The (General purpose of this act is to establish a system 
•: of Personnel Administration that meets the social, 
:• economic and programmed needs of the people of the City 
•: of Romulus. This system shall provide means to recruit, 
select, develop and maintain an effective and responsive 
*: work force, and shall include policies and procedures for 
:• employee hiring and achievement, training and career 
> development, job classification, salaried administration, 
J retirement, fringe benefits, discipline, discharge and 
: other related activities. All appointments and promotions 
I in the City of Romulus service shall be made without 
: regard to sex, race, religion or political affiliation and 
1 shall be based on merit and fitness. 

: SECTION II, CAREER SERVICE 
J a. The career service shall be a permanent service to 
: which this ordinance shall apply and shall comprise all 
j tenured positions in the public service now existing or 
: hereafter established, except the following: 

: 1. The Mayor, Clerk, Treasurer, City Council and other 

: elected positions. 

J 2. Members of the Boards and Commissions, Judges and 
: Heads of Departments appointed by the Mayor. 

: 3. Persons employed to make or conduct a temporary 

• and special inquiry investigation or examination on behalf 
: of the City Council; the committee thereof, or the Mayor. 

; 4. The following positions which by their nature con- 

’ fidential and-or key policy determining cannot or should 
not appropriately be included in the career service, are 
__ __^ _ 

I a. Administrative Secretary to the Mayor 

b. Administrative Secretary to the Clerk 

c. Administrative Secretary to the Treasurer 

d. Deputy Clerk 

e. Deputy Treasurer 

f. Ifolice Department Personnel 

g. Fire Department Personnel 

1). Nothing herein shall be construed as precluding the 
appointing authority from filling any position in the 
manner in which positions in the career service are filled. 
SECTION III, PERSONNEL DEPARTMENT 

a. There shall be in the City of Romulus a Personnel 
Department, the executive head of which shall be the 
Director of Personnel. 

1). The Director of Personnel shall be experienced in 
management and administration and shall be appointed 
by. and serve at the pleasure of the Mayor in the same 
manner as other appointed Department Heads. 

c. The Director of Personnel is executive head of the 
Personnel Department and shall direct all of his ad¬ 
ministrative and technical activities and appoint its 
employees. It shall be his duty to: 

1. Encourage and exercise leadership in the develop¬ 
ment of an efficient personnel administration within the 
several departments in the Government service, and to 
make available the facilities of the Department of Per- 
.sonncl to this end. 

2. Advise the Mayor on man-power utilization. 

3. Foster and develop programs for the improvement of 
employee ellectiveness, including training,safety,health, 
counseling and welfare. 

4. Investigate from time to time the operation and effect 
ol this ordinance and of the policies made thereunder and 
to report his findings and recommendations to the Mayor. 

f). E.stablish and maintain records of all employees in 
the (fovernment service, and which there shall be set 
forth as to each employee the class, title, payroll status 
and other relevant data. 

(>. Make an annual report to the Mayor regarding the 
uork of the Department. 

7. Apply and carry-out this ordinance and the policies 
thereunder and perform any other lawful acts which may 
be necessary or desirable to carry-out the purposes and 
provisions of this ordinance. 

(I. On recommendation of the Mayor, the Director of 
Personnel shall issue personnel policies for the City of 
Romulus. Adequate public notice shall be given to all 
interested parties of proposed changes or additions to the 
j)er,sonnel policy prior to the time they are to take effect. If 
requested by any of the affected parties, the Director of 
Personnel shall schedule a Public Hearing on the 
pro|X)sed changes or additions to the personnel policy. The 
|X)licy .shall provide: 

1 For the preparation, maintenance and revision of a 
|X)sition classification plan to all positions in the career 
service, based upon similarity of duties performed and 
responsibilities assumed, so that the same qualifications 
may reasonably be required for, and the same schedule of 
pay may be equitably applied to, all positions of the same 
class. Alter such classifications plan has been approved 
l)y the Mayor, the Director shall allocate or re-allocate 
|X)sition ol every employee in the career service to one of 
the classes in the plan. Any employee affected by the 
allocation orreallocation of a position to a class shall, after 
filing with the Director of Personnel a written request for 
reconsideration thereof and in such manner or form as the 
Director may prescribe, be given a reasonable op¬ 
portunity to be heard thereon. 

2. h or the annual submission of a pay plan to the Mayor. 

^'^cruitment of capable persons and for ad¬ 
ministering lair evaluations, to determine the relative 
fitness ol applicants for positions in the public service. 

4. For the certification to the appointing authority of the 
names of persons who are categorized as qualified to fill a 
vacancy. 

5. F or the establishment and maintenance of an eligible 
listof appointments and promotions, upon which list shall 
lx? placed the names of sucessful candidates. 


6. For promotions which shall give appropriate con¬ 
sideration to the applicants qualifications, record of 
performance and ability. 

7. For, upon appointment or promotion, a period of 
employee probation, prior to permanent appointment, not 
to exceed one (1) year. 

8. For emergency employment for not more than ninety 
(96) days with the consent of the Driector for provisional 
employment without open evaluation when there is no 
appropriate eligible list available. No such provisional 
employment shall continue longer than six (6) rnonths, 
nor shall successive provisional appointments be allowed 
except during the first year after the effective date of this 
ordinance. 

9. For the establishment of programs, including trainee 
programs, designed to attract and utilize persons with 
minimum qualifications, but with potential for 
development, in order to provide career development 
opportunities among members of disadvantaged groups, 
handicapped persons and returning veterans. Such 
programs may provide for permanent appointment upon 
satisfactory completion of the training period without 
further examination. 

10. For keeping records of performance of all employees 
and the career service, which performance records shall 
lie considered in determining salary increments or in¬ 
creases for meritorius service; as a factor in promotions; 
as a factor in determining the order of lay-offs because of 
lack of funds or w'ork and reinstatement; and as a factor 
in demotions, discharges and transfers. 

evaluation of a position, or material change in duties or 
organization, for re-employment of an employee so laid- 
off. 

12. For establishment of a plan for resolving employee 
grievances and complaints. 

13. The establishment of disciplinary measures as 
suspension, demotion in rank or grade, or discharge. Such 
measures shall provide for the presentation of charges, 
hearing rights, and appeals for all permanent employees 
in the career service. 

14. ' For establishing, hours of work, holidays, and at¬ 
tendance regulations in various classes of positions in the 
career service. 

15. For establishing and publicizing fringe benefits such 
as insurance programs, retirement and leave policies. 

16. For development and operation of programs to 
improve work effectiveness, including training, safety, 
health, welfare, counseling, recreation and employee 
relations. 

17. Pfor such other policies in administrative 
regulations, not inconsistent with this ordinance and 
may be proper and necessary for its enforcement. 

e. The Director of Personnel or an authorized agent 
.shall be responsbile for certification of the payroll 
vouchers that the persons name therein have been ap- 
|X)inted and employed in accordance with the provisions 
with this ordiance and the policy thereunder. No Romulus 
disbursing or auditing officer shall make or approve or 
take any part in making or approving any payment for 
personal service to any persons holding a position in the 
Romulus service unless said payroll voucher or account of 
such pay bears the certification of the Director or his 
authorized agent. 

SECTION IV. CITIZENS PERSONNEL ADVISORY 
BOARD 

There shall be in the City of Romulus a seven (7) 
member Citizens Personnel Advisory Board. The 
members of the Board shall be appoint^ by the Mayor 
and confirmed by the City Council. The members of the 
Ifoard shall serve four-year terms. However, with the first 
Board appointed, two of the members shall serve or be 
appointed to four-year terms, two to three-year terms, 
two to two-year terms and one with a one-year term. Their 
successors in turn will be appointed to four-year terms. 
The Board shall elect one of its members as Chairman. 

A member of the Board maybe removed by the Mayor 
only lor cause with concurrence of a majority of the City 
('ouncil, after being given a copy of the charges before the 
Mayor. The Board, upon request of the Mayor, or its own 
initivative, will have a responsbility of providing advice to 
(’ouncil on all aspects of public personnel administration 
including, but not limited to, man power utilitization, 
man-power training, employee greivances and employee 
•salaries. Adequate annual appropriationsshallbemade to 
enable the Board to carry out effectively the provisions of 
(his law. 

SE(TI()N V. HEARING OFFICER 

lliere shall be a Hearing Officer, appointed by the 
Citizens Personnel Advisory Board. T^e Hearing Officer 
may only be removed by the Mayor for cause with con¬ 
currence of a majority of the City Council, after being 
given a copy of the charges against him and an op- 
ix)rtunity to a public hearing before the Mayor and City 
(’ouncil. A copy of the charges and a transcript of the 
record of the hearing shall be filed with the Citizens 
Personnel Board. 

It shall be the duty of the Hearing Officer to represent the 
public interest by reviewing employee appeals resulting 
from alleged • adverse employer action, including but not 
limited to violations of this ordinance or the rules or 
regulations proclaimed thereunder, unwarranted 
emotion, dismissal, or suspension. During such review, 
lx)th appealing employee and appointee authority or other 
ix'rsons who’s action is being reviewed shall have the 
right to be heard publicly, be represented by a person of 
his choice, and to present evidentiary facts. At the hearing 
of such appeals or grievances, technical rules of evidence 
shall not apply. 


In conducting the hearing, the Hearing Officer has the 
ix)wer to administer oaths, issue subpoenas, receive $ 
relevant evidence, compel the projection of books and x 
jxipers relevant to the hearing, and question witnesses i. 

It shall be the duty of the Hearing Officer, within thirty -i: 
(30) days of the conclusion of the hearing, to forward his S 
recommendations concerning the appeals to the Mayor -i:

Relations would like a 
tabulation of race information 
to accurately ascertain 
whether or not the county is, in 
fact, an equal opportunity* 
employer. Mrs. Garrett says 
there is no present way of 
obtaining statistics on the 
number of minority group 
people working for Wayne 
County. 

But opinion on the Board of 
Commissioners is sharply 
divided. Black and white 
commissioners oppose the 
designation as a step 
backward in freeing minority 
groups from designations that 
might affect job status. 

But both black and w'hite 
members also support the 
measure on the grounds that 
department heads and 
supervisors are presently 
denying equal opportunity to 
minority races and getting 
away with it because no racial 
records are kept. 

Commissioner Roscoe L. 
Bobo (D-18th Dist), said “I 
have fought against racial 
designation for many years, 
and I don’t want to do 
sometliing here which I’ll 
regret at some future date.” 

Commissioner Rose Mary 


C. Robinson (D-17th Dist.) 
indicated she was totally 
opposed to race designation of 
any lype. ‘‘Such a practice 
would be' inherently 
dangerous,” she said, adding 
that she believes judgment 
should be made on the basis of 
skills and ability alone. 

Commissioner Paul Silver 
(D-llth Dist) defended the 
recommendation, explaining 
that it would be recorded after 
an employe had been hired 
and would in no way affect his 
chances for a job or for 
promotion. 

"Such designation is 
necessary,” Silver said. 


“because bigots in Wayne 
County are using the fact that 
there are no such records to 
avoid living up to civil rights 
legislation. 

“Minority groups in Wayne 
County do not have equal 
opportunity,’’ Silver 
emphasized, “because these 
bigots can answer ‘I don’t 
know’ when asked about 
racial balance in their 
departments.” 

Silver explained that he and 
others had worked hard to 
eliminate indications of race 
on employment forms but now 
the law was being used to 
cover discrimination instead 
of eliminating it. 


However, George F. Killeen 
^D-2nd Dist) said he refuses 
“to try to solve a problem by 
creating one.” He said he felt 
that desgination of this lype 
was “not in keeping with the 
dignity of human life.” 

Commissioner Edward, 
Jones (D-16lh Dist argued, 
“Designation is a fact, and it 
always has been. Employers 
always know the race of the 
person they are hiring. 

“What has Wayne County 
got to hide,” Jones asked, “if 
it is truly an equal opportunity 
employer?” 

The Human Relations 
Committee was informed that

the Michigan Department of 
Civil Service initiated a 
census count to determine the 
number of white and non¬ 
white employes in the 
classified service in 1964 and 
since that lime the racial 
designation of each new 
employe has been identified 
on a continuing basis. 

"The aforementioned 
information,” the committee 
reported, “is used for official 
statistical reporting only, 
which does not affect the job 
status or job opportunities of 
any individual. 

The City of Detroit records 
racial designation, sex and 
classification for each of its 
24,000 employes. 


No final decision by the 
board will be made until the 
recommendation is again 
reported out of committee 
after further study.

Plans underway to 
eliminate causes of pollution 
and flooding of the Rouge 
River are expected tobe 
intensified, following a $20,000 
appropriation by the Wayne 
County Board of 

Commissioners to finance the 
major share of costs for 
needed research. 

County Drain Commissioner 
Henry V. Herrick described 
the planned study as a major 
step toward eventual 
construction of some $200- 
million worth of drainage 
improvements to eliminate 
pollution and flooding of the 
entire Rouge River system in 
Wayne, Oakland and 
Washtenaw counties. 

The allocation provides 
financing for 60 per cent of the 
costs of a study which is 
expected to locate, as a 
beginning effort, the exact 
sources of pollution along 
more than 20 miles of the 
river. 

The remaining 40 percent 
cost of the study, amounting to 
a maximum of $15,000 is 
expected to be furnished by 
Oakland County. 

Requests for the joint 
Oakland-Wayne County 
financing of the project came 
from Herrick, through a 


special Rouge River 
subcommittee of the Board of 
Commissioners. The request 
also stipulates the part of the 
costs be recovered by special 
assessment of drain 
improvements. 

Han ick said the survey will 
take in all the branches of the 
river along its entire length. 
He said the preliminary 
results are expected to be 
available in about six months. 

The Commissioners have 
also allocated $10,000 to 


finance removel of debris 
from the River this summer, 
and may appropriate more as 
this project progresses. 

The special Rouge River 
subcommittee, part of the 
Bnard’s Public Works 
Committee, is chaired by 
Commissioner Richard E. 
Manning of Redford, D- 
Dislricl 19. Other members 
are: James DeSana, 

Wyandotte, D-Disl. 23; John 
Lesinski, Dearborn, D-Disl. 
20: and Charmie Currie, 
Detroit, D-Disl. 6.
